Eleven thoroughbred race horses 
valued at more than $200,000 were 
burned to death last night when the 
racing stable on Leona farms, near 
Cary, was destroyed by fire. The 
Leona farms are owned by John 
Hertz, motor transportation magnate. 
Mr. Hertz among his other activities 
is chairman of the board of directors 
of the Yellow Cab company. 

In the stable was Reigh Count, 
champion three year old of 1928 and 
winner of the Kentucky Derby. The 
champion was led to safety by Jimmy 
Allen, a stable boy. Seven other 
valuable animals also were saved. 

Among those destroyed was the two 
year old filly Sandalfan, which was 
purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Hertz. It 
was valued at $50,000 and was ex- 
pected to prove one of the sensations 
of the next racing season. 

The stable was a new brick struc- 
ture that had been in use only a 
month. It was constructed at e cost 
of $25,000. 


Follows Taxi Bombings. 

The fire last night succeeded the 
bombing of two garages of the Yellow 
Cab company in Chicago. These | 
bombings followed a meeting of the 
attorneys and other representatives of 
the Yellow and Checker cab companies 
in an attempt to arbitrate certain diffi- 
culties which are said to have arisen | 
between the two companies. 

It was reported that the conference

SMITH ON VOLSTEADISM. 
Gov. Smith in his Milwaukee speech gave the 
Volstead act and the eighteenth amendment the 
plain talking which both have lacked in the higher 
politics of the nation. ._He is opposed to the con- 
ception of law which produced the amendment. 
He is opposed to the substance of the enforcement 
act and to the methods used under it. He be 
eves that errors of judgment have been respon- 
sible tor evils in conditions, that the United States 
has bad enough experience with this experiment 
to know that it has made a mistake. 
“The fruit of national prohibition by constitu- 
tional amendment and fanatica] attempts at en- 
forcement has been lawlessness and hypocrisy, a 
greater corruption of public service and political 
action, a breakdown of! constitutional guaranties 
and-of citizenship rights, a new growth of bigotry 
and tyranny, along with a brutality in law enforce- 
ment which has presented the American govern- 
ment in a strange light to the citizens of the 
The Volstead act has produced combinations of 
criminals with politicians. It has produced a 
sUper-government of intolerant and mor- 
alists asserting a control over politics to the 
detriment of public service. Temperance has not 
been promoted. Intelligent people everywhere rec- 
ognize that the substitution of compulsion for 
cHaracter has produced the most serious social 
The American people, as Gov. Smith says, un- 
Gertook what they conceived to be a perfectible 


‘méral reform when they were in the exaltation 


ofa war demanding and habituating them to per- 
sonal sacrifices for a common cause. Many of 
them in consenting were persuaded that it was 
Possible by law to hasten a great moral develop- 
ment. They were mistaken. Year by year, if not 
month by month, the consequences of this attempt 
at compulsion become worse. _ 

This is apparent to all men of high position in 


public life, but expediency, timidity, and self-inter- 


est prevent them from acknowledging it. They 
have feared clerical criticism. They have been 
afraid of the odium of the churches organized for 
interference in government and for political action. 
They have submitted to the agents of the Anti- 
Saloon league, which has been permitted to dic- 
tate its purposes and coerce legislation and admin- 
istration in Washington. | 

Government officials have consented to a course 
of lawlessness, of killing, wounding, and criminal 
violence in enforcement without checking or re- 
proving the offenders armed and protected by the 
law. Nothing since slavery days has so shaken 
and weakened the authority respectability of 
the federal government or nae the re- 
spect of citizens for their government. 

Gov. Smith has the facts behind him and he is 


mot afraid of them or of the effects of his opinion 


on the electorate to which his campaign 1s direct- 
ed. It has resulted, as could be expected, in 
atiacks upon his character from the bigots whose 
dominance he declares to be destructive. 

He Las made an issue which politics has dodged. 
He has forced the recognition of the fact that this 
democracy cannot be in fact torn by controversy 
over a question of government and public policy 
and not have that question properly up for polit- 

' teal action. He may be only the first of a num- 
ber of men who will have to do this before the 
American people will revise their theories of gov- 
ernment in this respect, but he will have the credit 
of being the first and of having the necessary 
courage and intelligence.

‘some quarters in Europe that this is regarded, 
‘unofficially, as impertinent and dictatorial, as the 
act of a creditor scolding his debtors and meddling 
in their affairs. 

It is a point worth making that it would be tm- 
pertinent if it were not sought. An international 
scheme which will permit the United States to 
remain out of European affairs of government will 
prevent its interference in them. For the most 
part that would seem beyond all question admir- 
‘able and desirable. But it is inconsistent at once 
|to beguile the United States in and to resent its 
‘presence. The agreement in question was sub 
mitted for the opinion of the American govern: 
|ment. That forces the issue, but it is important 
| only if the United States, upon the acceptance of 
. the agreement, is itself to agree to something else | 
| conditioned on it. Then the opinion of the United 
| States becomes important at least to the United 
‘States. Otherwise an understanding between 
| France and Great Britain would appear as some- 
thing wholly their own business, to be acted upon 
‘independently by the United States as its best . 
, Judgment indicates, but always independently and 

only if the probable consequences require action. 
| So simple a procedure, so free from the aspect 
of interference, is impossible if the United States 
‘is to become a party, now cajoled and now scolded, 
‘to every transaction abroad. It is difficult for 
| America to please if it is inevitably & scoundrel if 
it stays out and a scalawag if it comes in. It 
| leads to the suspicion that the ordained part of the 
_ United States in the altruistic codperation of 
nations is to go to each party in a barouche 
to come home in a barrel.

Persons with a family history of ex- 
ophthalmic goitre, nervousness, or dia- 
betes. 

Those with a fnetabolism rate that is

Persons who are sensitive, nervous, 
excitable and mentally apd physically 
alert. 

A.person with the above qualities has 
more than the average tendency to 
exophthalmic goitre, and he should be 
on his guard to prevent it. 

Above all, mental and emotional shock 
should be avoided. 

Ninety to ninety-five per cent of the 
cases follow profound fright, a great 
shock, or great grief. These should be 
guarded against. Worry and anxiety 
are important causative factors. Train- 
ing to correct these faulty mental habits 
should be carried out. In fact, train- 
ing in calmness, poise and quiet happi- 
ness should be begun in childhood and 
continued through adolescence, youth 
and, in fact, throughout tife. The acqui- 
sition of a philosophy of life whiclr 
makes one bear with equanimity the 
knocks and bumps 6f human _ experi- 
ence is a power in the prevention of 
exophthalmic goitre. 

Dr. Bram advocates a vegetarian diet 
or at least a diet that is not heavy in 
fiesh foods. Infections of the teeth, 
tonsils and other parts of the body 
should be removed. He opposes the 
taking of thyroid preparations, such as 
cures for obesity, saying that such 
dosage is apt to result in exophthalmic 
goitre. To be a little overweight is, to | 
a limited extent, a protection against 
the disorder.

Cc. M. J. writes: I have long awaited 
your dissertation on sinus, and must 
admit my disappointment. I am in the 
class of Mrs. C. A. B. and am at a 
loss to understand how any home treat- 
ment, or any treatment other than by 
a specialist, can result in any favorabie 
reaction. Your advice to her is not spe- 
cific, but I believe you will agree that 
chronic cases can be handled only by a 
surgeon specializing in such ailments. 

Now, another thing. I have always 
unde that the most flagrant cause 
of sinus infection is in the ethmoid 
tract. Stoppage of the nose from devi- 
ated septum or broken bones in the 
nose, which are allowed to run from 
childhood without being stopped, cause 
more sinus trouble than all the colds, 
and I hope you will elaborate on this 
feature, and warn parents and the 
growing generation of the horrible re- 
sults of neglect of the nasal passages. 

For 25 years I allowed this condition 
to run along with the result that when 
I awoke to my true ailment, I was too 
far along in years to save my health. 
Doctors, and especially a doctor who 
broadcasts to the world, ought to let the 
people know more about the prevention 
of sinus trouble than of any weak ef- 
forts to stop it after it once gets hold. 

REPLY: 

I am sure what I wrote about sinus trou- 
ble did not satisfy: The science and art of 
sinus disease and treatment is not satisfy- 
ing. Sinus trouble. roughly, is what was 
once called “catarrh.” To get away from 
“catarrh” was some gain. We.are on the 
road, -even if we have not reached a goal.

New York, Oct. 1.—[Special.]—Five 
months ago the experts at city hall 
Were thumbing the of the 
ledgers looking for something to tax. 
The order was out to find new sources 
of revenue, for the city was heading 
toward bankruptcy. Today, these ex: 
plorers came out of the financial 
jungles with a bagful of assorted fig- 
ures that would make a statistician 
gulp twige. They had the goods. 

The tentative assessment of taxable 
real estate, exclusive of special ‘fran- 
chises, for 1929 has leaped to 
$16,788,821,645 in the five boroughs. 
This staggering figure reveals an in- 
crease of $1,443,835,050 over the final 
assessments made for 1928. 

But the experts had not saved the 
city from the poorhouse. New York, 
like Topsy, “ Just growed and growed.” 
It had saved itself through its ever 
soaring real esate values. 

Last May a committee of financial 
consultants, composed of Prof. Lind- 
say Rogers, Howard Lee McBain; and 
Robert Murray Haig, warned the city it

774 million dollars in the valuation of 


taxable property. At this, rate they

The punt formation, although one 
of the oldest, is still among the strong- 
est in football. It lends itself to a 
variety of plays. If a kick is to be 
made, the two guards should lock legs 
with their center and protect to the 
inside. The tackles should play close 
to their guards. The ends move out 
eight to twelve yards. The protecting 
backs, 2, 3 and 4, must drive all de- 
fensive players to the outside. The 
center must be sure of his pass. The 
kicker stands from eight to. twelve 
yards back of the scrimmage line. 


Runs can develop from this forma- 
tion. If the kicker elects to go to 
the right, the number four back hikes 
across to get into the interference.
